As long as he can remember, Mr. Chamberlin 
has lived in a religious atmosphere owing 
to the fact that his father was the pastor 
of the Presbyterian Church at Saranac 
Lake, New York. 

In 1917 the Chamberlin family moved ; ; 
to Middletown, Conn., where they resided 
for throe years. Leaving the States for 
a years visit to France, Dr. Chamberlin 
settled with hi3 family back in Hanover, 

N. H., where he served as pastor of the 
Congregational Church until 1925. At 
that time he was taken on to the staff 
of Dartmouth College—situated in Han¬ 
over—as Chaplain and Professor of Bib¬ 
lical Literature, Undoubtedly it was 
this environment which started Mr. Chamber¬ 
lin on his ministerial career. Incident¬ 
ally, Dr. Chamberlin is now kept busy in¬ 
structing 2400 Navy V-12 scholars in basic- 
English, public speaking, and math. 

It was here in Hanover that our Mr. 
Chamberlin started his education. He at¬ 
tended grammar school and high school in 
his home town and then went to Watertown, 
Conn., and soent one year at Taft School. 
Following thi 3 he scent four years at 
Dartmouth, two years at the University of 
Chicago's Theological Seminary, and one 
year at Yale Divinity School. 

He was a member of the Dartmouth Ski 
Team during his four year stay there. He 
also plays a good brand of basketball for 
the officers. 

As a hobby, Mr, Chamberlin loves music. 
From childhood, he has had a special love 
for the violin and viola. 

Upon graduating from Divinity School, 
Mr. Chamberlin entered the Chaplain's 
Corps of the Navy. The training period 
lasted until September 22, 1942, where¬ 
upon he married a charming Southern Bo3.1e 
from Virginia. 

Following this, he spent six months at 
Great Lakes Naval Training Station, and 
was assigned to our Battalion. 

We hope that this brief character 
sketch of our Chaplain will help to bring 
everyone into a more intimate relation¬ 
ship with this splendid officer a fine 
man.

Gilbert LeRoy Hitchcock, Ptrlc who i.s 
tetter known as "Bert", was born in Kan¬ 
sas City, Missouri, Feb. 19, 1909* After 
spending his childhood years in the Mid- 
iie V/est, Hitchcock journeyed with the 
rest of his family to the northwest city 
ef Seattle, where he received his educa¬ 
tion. 

After two years of high school, Bert 
decided to strike out on his own. Right 
from the start, his ambition was to be- 
eome a painter and he began his career by 
rerking for the various contractors of 
sis city. He became an enthusiastic mem¬ 
ber of the Painters Union Local 3C0, A.F. 
L. early in his chosen vocation. Bert 
•/as married in 1933 and is the proud fa¬ 
ther of an eight year old son. 

In 1934, Hitchcock decided to go into 
business for himself and organized the . 
Commercial Painting and Decorating Co. 
/hich, by the way, is still functioning. 
?his company specializes in painting, 
lapcring, tinting and spraying. Among 
■he big undertakings contracted for, v/as 
-he painting of the Alaska Building in 
ts entirety. This is a fifteen story 
>ffice building and home office of the 
ew World Life Insurance Co. 

With the coming of the war, Hitchcock 
/as anxious to get in the Seabees, and 
indcrwent an operation in order to pass 
•-he physical. Ko was sworn in Oct. 3 9, 
L942 and reported for active duty exactly 
>ne month later. 

His hobby in civilian life was fishing 
'or Stoelhead and Rainbow trout in the 
Skagit River. "There's nothing like it 
.'or a Sportsman's Paradise; and if your* 
:ver up in that nock of the'woods, I'll 
-akc you there", says Hitchcock, beaming 
reflectively.
